DR. ROBERT M. KING DEAD. 

Foimer Resident of Madisonville Ends 
Useful Life in St. Louis. 

St. Louis, Mo., May — As the 
result of an operation performed 
recently, Dr. Robert Maurice 
King, one of the most prominent 
physicians in St. Louis, whose 
office and residence is at 1125 
North Grand avenue, died of 

Dr. King was bom in Madi- 
souville. Ky., June 1, 1848. Ho 
was educated at Princeton Col- 
lege, of Kentucky, and Bethany 
College, of Virginia, where he 
wou the degree of Master of 
Arts. He began the study of 
medicine in 1881 under the di- 
rection of Dr. George- W. Noel. 
After attending a course of lee 
tures at Jeflerson Medical Col- 
lege, of Philadelphia, he was 
graduated in 18*7. Settling in 
Madisonville, he practiced there 
for twelve year?. At Madison- 
ville he was the partner of Dr. 
Thos. H. Moore, who died in 
1882. He canje to St. Louis iu 
1870. 

While practicing medicine iu 
Kentucky he was appointed a 
member of the State Board of 
Health by the Governor, who 
was the first executive to enforce 
a law for the organization of the 
State Health Board. Dr. King 
served on this board for two 
years prior to his removal to St. 
Louis. He was a Knight Tem- 
plar and twice a caudidate for 
Congrass on the Democratic 
ticket. 

He was married in 1865 in 
Germantowu, Ky.,. to Miss Mar- 
garet A. Pinckert, daughter of 
V. O. Pinckert, a merchant of 
Cincinnati. He is survived bv 
his wife and two sons.

The first bomb throwing occurred at 
8:35 p. m., when a bomb was thrown 
into a Cossatk patiol near the Vienna 
station. Three Cossacks and one po- 
liceman were killed, and two women 
who were leaving the station at the 
time, were severely wounded by the 
explosion of the bomb. Cossacks and 
Infantry fired a number of volleys, and 
H is reported thai many persons were 
killed or wounded.

LOCOMOTIVE BLASTS 



Ordered for a Chicago Railroad. 

Three thousand miles without 
a stop, and at the rate of 100 
miles or more an hour, is the 
capacity of a new type of loco- 
motive which has been ordered 
by a railroad making its head 
quarters at Chicago. If it does 
all that its makers promise for 
it, this locomotive, which is a 
revision of the Dissel engine, 
will revolutionize transporation. 

The locomotive, or, really, 
Dower house on wheels, is en- 
tirely different from anything 
now in use. The cost of oper- 
ating it will be less than one- 
half the cost of operating the 
present type of steam engine. 
Fuel oil, costing but three or five 
cents a gallon, is the only fuel 
that has to be purchased, and 
there is no necessity of erecting 
and maintaining an expensive 
water tank or coai chutes. The 
machine is what is known as the 
four-stroke cycle. There is a 
compressed air reservoir from 
which the power is obtained for 
starting. This gives the piston 



its first strokes when it takes the 
air alone at atmospheric pressure 
and temperature. The second 
stroke compresses this air and 
raises it to a temperature of 
about 1000 degrees Fahrenheit, 
The third stroke is practically an 
expansion, frith stroke. The oil 
is sprayed iuto the hot air, the 
amount being regulated by gov 
ernors. During the first part of 
this stroke the combustion of 
this oil is carried on at a con 
staot pressure for a period that 
is regulated by the amount of 
oil sprayed. The second part of 
the stroke is practically an ex- 
pansion, with transference of 
heat, and the fourth stroke ex- 
hausts the gases.

PAUL JONES BODY 



Exhumed After Hundred Yean is Lifelike 
and Seems in Calm Sleep. 

Washington, May 1. — Interest- 
ng di-putches were received at 
the state department from Am- 
bassador Forter, giving addition- 
al details regardiag the recovery 
and identification of the body of 
John Paul Jones. The ambas- 
sador says: 

Finding that the body showed 
me signs of changing in ap- 
pearance from exposure to the 
air, as soon as the examinations 
were completed I had it treated 
at the Ecole de Medicin with 
preparation which I am assured 
will prevent any deterioration. 
The body was then redressed in 
the Bhirt and sheet in which it 
was found and carefully packed 
bo as not to be injured by shocks 
in transportation, and replaced 
in its origiual coffin. This was 
inclosed in a leaden casket with 
a plate glass showing the head 
and chest and hermetically clos- 
ed. Seals were then affixed in 
such manner that it could not be 
opened without breaking them. 
This was placed in an outer coffin 
of oak, and on the 20th of April 
the remains were quietly trans- 
ferred from the school of medi- 
cine to the American church of 
the Holy Trinity and placed in 
the receiving vault, where it lies 
covered with the American flag. 
I went to the Ecole de Medicine 
this afternoon (April 18) and 
aw the remains of Paul Jones, 
rith whose features I am so 
fhat lamiliar from the many 
irints, medals, etc., I have seen 
f him. They are wonderfully 
well preserved, the features 
bearing an expression of sleep 
ing Cilm repose.
